The 
candidate who espoused the cause 
of the most popular aspirant foi 
the Senatorial nomination general- 
ly won the Legislative fight, al- 
though he may have been the least 
deserving candidate in the race. 
The nomination of the Senatorial I 
candidate by a primary will elimi- 
nate this influence, therefore for 
that and other good rea.sons the 
proposition will meet with general | 
approval.

Before departing the skater left his 
itinerary with Dr. Williams, an Amer- 
ican dentist, whose guest he was tem- 
porarily. Crawford’s intention was to 
strike out over the hard road to Bag- 
dad, which is about fiOO miles from 
Beirut Thence he intends going 
southeast 300 miles to Bassorah, at 
the mouth of the Euphrates and near 
the Persian coast. He was undecided 
whether he would travel by land or 
sea over the 1,200 miles to Belooch- 
istan. 

His plans included many excursions 
through Beloochistan, a journey 
across the Gulf to India, and a year 
or more in that country. He purposes 
to accomplish all this on money he 
may earn along the way. 



NBW RAIL AVTOMOBILBS. 

Each Machine Runs Independently by ^ 
Its Own Motor. 

The craze of autoists to build pal- 
ace touriug cars for pleasure trips 
has caused railroad corporations to 
dal)ble in the novelty of motor vehicle 
transportation. Some of the uni<iue 
cars that*patents have been applied for 
are certainly freak products. 

A car that reseml>les a huge steel 
l)attering ram has lx*en completed at 
the shops of the Union I’acific rail- 
road, at Omaha, Nel). It Is a big 
steel structure especially designetl 
for climl)iug grades and run by its 
own gasolene motor, over standard ; 
gauge rails. On its trial trip it de- ; 
veloped a speed of forty miles an hour, | 
climbing, it is said, a grade of 2U per 
cent. 

RACED THE STEAM C.\RS. 

It was given its first long-distance 
trial on April 14th, when it left Omaha 
as the second section of train No. 1, 
known as the Overland Limited. 
The motor car gained on No. 1 to such 
extent that at Fremont, 46 miles from 
Omaha, the motor car was held on the 
block six minutes. Owing to a 
heavy wind and meeting trains from 
this time on. No. I's schedule was not 
malntainwl; however, the total time 
of the motor car from Omaha to 
Grand Island, lf>3.6 miles, was ,6 
hours aud 12 minutes, with delays 
amounting tc 40 minutes on account 
of orders, meeting trains, etc. The 
arhiual running time for the 153.6 
miles was 4 hours .32 minutes, or 34 
miles per hour. There was no delay 
whatever on account of the motor car, 
ind the machinery was in almost con- 
stant motion from Omaha to Grand 
Island. On the return trip April 15 
the actual running time was 4 hours 
10 minutes, or 36.3 miles per hour. 
l*'rom Elkhorn to South Omaha, a 
ilistance of 24.3 miles ■was covered in 
36 minutes, or 42 mile* per hour. 

A maximum spetnl of 53 miles per 
hour was attained ou this trip. 

Railroad olHcials witnessing the 
machine's trial trip expressed much 
gratification. Some of the officials 
go even so far as to predict that the 
gasolene motor will ultimately revo- 
lutionize interurban railroad trans- 
portation. 

SCHEME OF VENTILATION. 

This machine has several new ar- 
rangement.s, the most conspicuous of 
which is the ventilation of the cars. 
The windows are round, similar to 
port holes on steamships, and are air, 
water aud dust proof. The cars have 
entrance in the middle instead of at 
the end. 

The new’ method of ventilation fair- 
l.v well avoids the close and sometimes 
foul atmospheric conditions so often 
encountered in electric and otlier trans- 
portation cars, sufficiently so as to 
predict complete success in this di- 
rection. The viI)ration and noise of 
the engine -were largely eliminated 
and mechanism of the car worked 
splendidly ou this trial run. 

The cars will accommotlate sixty 
passengers each, with comfort. They

SHERLOCK HOLMES. 

CRBATION OF MOST WONDBRFVL 
AND PUZZLING OF DBTBCTIYB 
CHARACTERS, 

Sketch of Discouragements of Conan 
Doyle to Break into the Field of 
Literature— Manuscript, Regularly 
. Returned. 

The author of “The White Com- 
pany,” “Sir Nigel.” “Study in Scarlet” 
and other Sherlock Holmes stories— 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle — was l)orn 
in Edinburgh, Scotland, on Max 
22. 1859. He comes of an artistic 
family, and Is the grandson of 
.John Doyle,; the famous political 
caricaturist, RV h o s e pictorial 
sketches appeared for more than 
thirty years under the initials of “II. 
B.,’* Without (disclosure of the artist’s

Identity. Many of these were so 
famous In their day that they were 
frequently purchased at large prices 
by the British Museum. John Doyle 
had four sons, ■who also became 
artists. His eldest son. Ch.nries Doyle, 
was the father of the novelist, and 
another son tvas Richard Doyle, who 
came by his nickname of “Dicky” 
Doyle through his signature of a “D” 
with a little Idrd i>erched upon it, 
which ma.v yet be seen ou the cover 
design of Punch. 

Conan Doyle’s education began in 
England, -where already in his tenth 
year he exhibitetl a wonderful jire- 
cocity for telling stories. But even at 
the early age of six the future novelist 
and creator of Sherlock Holmes was 
anticipated in a story of terrible ad- 
venture, written in a bold hand on 
foolscap paper, four -words to the line, 
and accompanied w’ith original pen- 
and-ink illustrations. 

“There was a man and a tiger in 
it,” he says of this infantile effort; “I 
forget W’hich was the hero; but it 
didn’t matter much, for they became 



blended into one about the time when 
the tiger met the man. I was a 
realist in the age of the romanticists 
I described at .some length, both verb- 
ally and pictorially, the untimely end 
of that wayfaring man. But when the 
tiger had al)sori)ed him, I found mv- 
self slightly eml)arrassed as to how 
my story was to go on. ‘it is very 
easy to get people into scrapes and 
very hard to get them out again,’ was 
my sage comment on the diffl’cultv 
and I liave often had cause to repe.at 
this precocious aphorism of my child- 
hood. Upon this occasion the situa- 
tion was bej’ond me, and my book 
like my man, was engulfed in mv 
tiger.” ^ 

At Stonyhurst, and also at Feld- 
kirch. in Germany, Doyle’s literary 
inclination was shown In the editor- 
ship of .school magazines. In 1876 he 
returned to Edinburgh and took up 
the study of meiUcine at the univers- 
ity there, where he remained until he 
obtained his diploma, five years later 

In 1R80 Dr, Doyle left the university 
to make a seven-nionth.s’ trip to ’the 
Arctic seas as umiuallfied surgeon on 
board a whaler. There was very little 
demand for surgery aboard the' Hope 
and he h.as described his cliief occu- 
pation during the voy.age as being em- 
ployed in keeping tlie captain in cut 
tobacco, working in the boats after 
fish, and teaching the crew to bo.v. 
He utilized his experience later in his 
story, “The Captain of tlie Polester ” 

Two years later, in 1,882. after 'a 
lour-months’ voyage to the west coast 
of .Vfrita, he settled down as a med- 
ical practitioner at Southsea. in Eng- 
liiiid, where lie renialned until 1890 
Those were arduous and trying years 
in W’hich lie came to regard the calls 
of the profession he had adoiited as 
interruptions in the -real w’ork of his 
life, and found that the W’ritlng of 
stories was a very slender prop upon 
^yhIch to lean for a livelihood. “Fifty 
little cylinders of manuscript,” he 
says, “did I send out during eight 
years, w’hich described a regular orbit 
among publishers, and usually came 
back, like paper boomerangs, to the 
place that they had started from.” 
•All this time he was writing anony- 
mously, and during the ten years of 
his literary apprenticeship, he states 
that, in spite of unceasing and untir- 
ing literary effort, he never in any one 
year earned fifty pounds by his' pen. 

3'hen, in 1.887. appeared in Beeton's 
f hristmas .Animal a stor.v from his pen 
called “A Study in Scarlet.” It is a 
significant point in the author’s career 
for in this story Sherlock Holmes 
made his first appearance. It was 
published later in a Ixiok form, and 
went forth as his first novel, and Im- 
mediately began to attract attention. 
Under these favoring circumstances 
he undertook the writing of “.Micah 
Elarke. It w’as completed after a 
year’s reading and five months’ writ- 
ing. and represented the most am- 
bitious and hopeful work the author 
had yet accomplished. But it came 
back to him from one publishing house 
after another, until he began to des- 
pair of its accejitance. “I remember,” 
he says, “smoking over my dog-eared 
manuscript when it returned for a 
whiff of country air, and wondering

Individual Finger Marks Permanent 
Through Life— Adoption of System 
for Identification of U. S* Soldiers 
and Sailors, 

A few weeks iapo Inspector 
McLanghlin of the New York City De- 
tective Bure.iu received remarkable 
evidence of the value of thumb-print 
identification. A letter was brouc-ht 
to him through the mails from London 
containing the picture and record of 
a noted criminal whose thumb-print, 
with his name and description, w’as 
sent to London to test the efficiency 
of this new method of recording dis- 
tinguishing marks of criminals. Ry 
means of the thumb-print alone, the 
English police identifie<l the criminal 
captured by the New York police, 
whose record iu England includes eight 
imprisonments on charges of larceny. 
The prisoner was caught by Inspector 
McLaughlin in the corridor of the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in April. There 
were no charges against him in this 
country at the time, but the Inspector 
decided that his captive w.as an En- 
glish "crook.” It was found that two 
patrons of the liotel had Ix'cn robbed 
and the prisoner was detainetl for a 
thorough investigation of his case. 
Meanwhile the InsiH'Ctor sent tlie 
thumb-print to London and the rei>ly 
brought a pliotograph of the “crook” 
and a duplicate photograph of his 
thumb-print and his record. 

THE BERTILLON SYSTEM. 

For some time the criminal bureaus 
of prominent cities have been using 
tbo Bertillon ineasurefneut system

However, Dr. Doyle may prefer to 
write historical romances, and what- 
ever his personal estimate of his treat 
detective may be, the fact remains 
tl.at in Sherlock Holmes he has 
created a character whose exploits are 
as familiar as household words, and 
who has entered into the very fibre 
of Anglo-Saxon life and literature. It 
is actuall.v said that at times Dr. 
Doyle has expressed a wish that '^r. 
Watson had never met Sherlock 
Holmes. It Is on record that he 
thought so little of “A Study in Scar- 
let.” the story in which Sherlock 
Holmes first appeared, that he sold it 
outright for $125. The value of ‘•'her- 
lock Holmes has gone up since those 
days, however. 

Dr. Doyle acknowledges some Ir 
debtedness to Dupin. the detective in 
I ’go’s short stories, “Tlie Murders in 
the Rue Morgue” and “The I’urloined 
Letter.” This is the more interesting 
for the reason that in “A Study in 
Scarlet,” Slierlock Holmes is made to 
speak rather contemptuously of 
Dupin’s skill and acumen. To quote 
Dr. Doyle again: “In work which con- 
sists in the drawing of detectives 
tl;ere are only one or two qiialii s 
which one can use, and an author Is 
forced to hark back upon them con- 
stantly. so that Gver.v detective mu.st 
really resemble every other detec* ■ 
to a greater or less extent. There is 
no great originality required In de- 
vising or constructing such a man, 
and the only possible originality which 
one can get into a story about a detec- 
tive is in giving him original plots 
and problems to solve, as in bis e<iuip- 
ment there must be of necessity an 
alert acuteness of mind to grasp ^s 
and the relation which each of them 
bears to the other.” 

CONSTRUCTION OF SHERLOCK. 

Dr. Doyle went to work, therefore, 
to build up a scientific system in wliicb 
everything might be logically reasoned 
out. Whore Sherlock Holmes differed 
from his pre<lecessors wi < that he bad 
I an immense fund of exact knowledge 
upon which to draw, in cousequenc*e 
of his previous scientific education.

hay for pigs, it is considered better to 
cut it eariy, so that a larger proportion 
of leaves may be saved and conse- 
quently a larger proportion of protein 
conserved. While late cutting, after 
the leaves have fallen somewhat and 
the stem hardened, is better for 
horses; for pigs, especially growing 
pigs, the crop should be so harvested 
as to save the largest number of 
leaves. Experience teaches also that 
the third or fourth crop is better for 
pigs because it is softer and more pal- 
atable. It is always wise to provide 
some sort of a trough or rack with a 
floor in it for feeding alfalfa to hogs. 

Alfalfa in its green state, or when 
used as hay or ensilage, is a first-class 
poultry food. Poultry will pasture on 
it during the summer and thrive.

Finely ground, kiln-dried alfalfa 
hay, called alfalfa meal, has given sat- 
isfactory results as feeding etuff. The 
commercial article is made from se- 
lected alfalfa and mixed with sugar- 
beet molasses in the proportion of 75 
per cent, alfalfa and 25 per cent, mo- 
lasses. 

Horses and mules, it is stated, thrive 
on alfalfa pasture, and while alfalfa is 
too rich a food for mature horses un- 
less used in combination with some 
other roughness, it is an excellent feed 
for young ones, as it seems to contain 
just the elements necessary to develop 
bone, muscle, and consequent size. 
Caution should be used, however, in 
feeding alfalfa to horses, particularly 
if they have not been accustomed to 
iL Like other concentrated feeds, it 
seems to stimulate all the physical 
processes to such an extent that vari- 
ous disorders of the digestive system 
may appear. This is particularly no- 
ticeable in the urinary and perspira- 
tory glands. 

When alfalfa is fed to horses in con- 
siderable quantity the grain ration 
must be proportionately reduced and 
an abundance of other roughness fur- 
nished. When horses have attained a 
mature age and it is desirable to 
change from other hay to alfalfa, this 
change must be very gradual, and the 
alfalfa selected for this purpose should 
be more advanced in growth at the 
time of cutting than that which is to 
be fed to cattle or sheep. As a general 
statement, very ripe alfalfa hay is the 
best to use for working and driving 
horses, while that prepared in the
